June 9.—The noisy Jubila­ 
tion with which London has resounded 
for the past week was succeeded Sun­ 
day by more subdued, although not 
less Impressive, public demonstrations 
of thankfulness for the return of peace 
In South Africa. 
The thanksgiving services hi Id in 
London Sunday were typical of the 
services held throughout the empire, 
but the presence of King Edward and 
, other members of the royal family at

London and the progress of the royal 
personages to and from St, Paul's ca 
thedral through cheering thousands of 
British subjects and visitors in Ijon- 
! don gave thanksgiving day in the inc 
tropolis th*- added feature of a no­ 
table historic occasion. 
The program was not intended to be 
accompanied by special ostentation. 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra did 
not pass through the streets even in 
semi-state, but rode to St. Paul’s in 
an ordinary landau drawn by four 
horses, accompanied by postillions and 
outriders clad in scarlet tunics. 
The 
streets leading to St. Paul cathedral 
were densely crowded with people, 
and a number of persons fainted in the 
crush outside the barriers which had 
been erected within the cathedral. 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
alighted at the west entrance of St. 
Paul’s 
Here they were received by 
the bishops of Stepney and London 
and conducted by them to their seats 
which were under the dom* 
of the 
building and directly in front of the 
pulpit. 
Their majesties entered the 
cathedral to the accompaniment of the 
hymn "Onward, Christian Soldiers." 
by the organ and choir, and the throng 
of worshipers rose and heartily joined 
in the singing.

Operations of the Law. 
Mr. Taylor's prediction has been ful­ 
filled. 
The report of the state statis­ 
tician made the next year showed that 
the total amount of deductions unuer 
the $700 law was $29,159,931, while the 
total gain of taxable property for 1899, 
exclusive of mortgage deductions, was 
$31,723,152, a net gain of $2,653,152. 
Speaking recently of the operations 
of the law, the attorney general said: 
“From the report of the statistician 
it appears that $40,000,000 of taxable 
property this year is withheld from 
the duplicate in Indiana because of 
debts being deducted from credits by 
taxpayers. 
It is a remarkable coinci­ 
dence. but true, that the total deduc­ 
tions on account of the mortgage in­ 
debtedness in Indiana for the year 
1900 amounts to $40,000,000. 
Here is 
a grand total of $80,000,000 of deduc­ 
tions. claimed by taxpayers in Indiana 
in one year under the two deduction 


A recent visitor to Indianapolis was 
C. C. Hiatt, of Detroit, a mining en­ 
gineer who came here to confer with 
local men who have large interests in 
Mexico. 
The Indianapolis Sentinel 
quotes Mr. Hyatt as saying: — 
“One thing that makes Mexico an 
advantageous place for the investment 
of capital is that all work * an b«* done 
so cheaply. 
For example, in mining, 
persons can be hired for #0 or 90 cents 
a day In Mexican money, which means 
about 35 or 4o cents in gold. 
In the 
camps of Colorado wages for the same 
work range from $4 a day upward. 
In all other industries the same d iffe r­ 
ence prevails. 
The tobacco trust illustrated the op­ 
portunity for making money. 
On a 
capitalization of $1,700,000 the trust 
last 
year 
transacted 
business 
to 
the amount of $8.40e,00O and paid a 
dividend on its stock of 59 per cent. 
The greatest price it received for cig­ 
arettes. which is its big product, was 
5 cents for 18 hand-made cigarettes. 
In its factories 228 machines with a 
capacity of 120.000 cigarettes an hour 
each were kept in constant operation. 
The cigarettes come out of the ma­ 
chines faster than they can be count­ 
ed, so perfect is th** machinery." 
All this is interesting for several 
reasons; first, because of the fact that 
cheap money and cheap labor are in 
Binately associate! in Mexico. Again, 
testimony is borne to the fact that 
without the parentage of our protect­ 
ive tariff, there are trusts in Mexico 
more grasping than our own, one in

Ile w as a short, 
heavy set man, 38 years of nfe, in the 
prime of manhood and strength. 
His 
business for ten years as a S anta Fe 
trader had m ade him perfectly fa* 
miliar w ith the trail and nil the stop- 
ping places. 
H e was a perfect horse­ 
man, and, although there were groat 
riders in those days, none of them 
cared to dispute the palm w ith Au­ 
brey. 
Ort a w ager of $1,000 he undertook 
to ride alone from Santa Fe to Inde- 
i*ondence inside of six days.

w ithout a thought of fear th at he un- 
dertook th e terrible feat.

He weighed HIO pounds, stood 5 feet IO 
Inches, straight as an arrow, with good 1 
nock well set on Ids shoulders, small 
waist, b u t good loins, and had the limbs 
of a thoroughbred.

man physically ever rode a broncho 
than Jim Moore. Ile could run like an 
Indian, w as os active as a panther, the 
best natured m an in the world, but aa 
courageous as a lion.
